The  Scriptures  of  divine  truth,  huving  been 
given  to  us  for  our  instruction,  our  reproof  and 
consolation,  are,  in  all  their  parts  and  detail.^, 
well  worthy  our  most  serious  and  candid  at¬ 
tention.  It  will  not,  however,  be  questioned, 
that  our  reflections  upon  some  parts  of  the 
Scriptures  are  more  pleasing  than  upon  others.! 
We  contemplate  with  far  diflerent  feelings  up¬ 
on  the  narrative  of  the  wanderings  of  our  fel¬ 
low-men,  than  we  do  upon  the  repeated,  oft- 
reiterated  assurances  of  the  unbounded  love  of 
God  to  his  creatures,  receiving  it  as  the  produ¬ 
cing  caa.se  of  all  those  bles'irigs  which  we  en-| 
joy — the  spring  and  source  of  those  rich,  ample 
and  abumlant  mercies  unfolded  in  the  hrigiit 
pages  of  t!ie  everlasting  Gospel.  It  is  true 
that,  in  order  that  there  might  he  an  exhibition 
of  this  love,  it  was  necessary  there  should  ht 
objects  for  its  exercise,  and  that  they  must  r.eed 
the  energies  of  its  influence.  Yet  these  con¬ 
siderations — the  reflection  that  all  ll.inijs  shall 
work  together  f(»r  good — t'lat  where  sin  abounds 
grace  shall  evcnlually  much  more  abound,  does 
not  prevent  the  silent  tear  of  regret  .is  we  con¬ 
template  the  miserio;,  in  whicli  man  has  involv¬ 
ed  himself  by  his  auderings  from  the  path  of 
rectitude,  and  his  forgetfulness  of  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  kind  an  I  henoficent  Author  of  al’ 
his  mercies. 


upon  the  tears  of  the  widow,  or  listen  to  the 
unheeded  cries  of  her  offspring  for  a  morsel  of 
bread. 

'1  heie  a  as  a  man — an  honor  to  the  name — 
in  whom  the  feelings  of  heaven-horn  charity 
reigned  pre-eminent — whose  life,  whose  pro¬ 
perty,  influence,  and  the  best  energies  of  whose 
mind  were  devoted  to  the  alleviaiion  of  the 
woes  and  distresses  of  those  whose  distresses 
are  too  often  unheeded  and  unknown.  He 
had  seen,  conversed  with  and  contemplated 
man  in  every  grade  of  vice  and  every  degree 
of  crime  ;  and  he  declared,  from  the  teachings 
of  a  well-attested  experience,  that  the  heart 
which  was  callous  to  rebuke,  to  reproof,  and 
which  could  not  be  subdued  by  severity,  by 
scourgiugs,  starvation,  misery  and  chains — 
could  still  he  unlocked  by  the  tender  sympa¬ 
thy  of  charity,  and  approached  with  the  soft, 
balmy,  healing  influence  of  love.  If  the  tes¬ 
timony  of  Ho’.vaud  needs  confirmation  from 
theeviiience  of  the  biblical  commentator,  it  is 
found  in  the  writings  of  Doctor  Clarke.  For 
he  informs  us  that  there  is,  probably,  no  sinner 
on  this  side  perdition,  who  has  not  something 
good  in  him.  Here  the  testimony  is  confirmed, 
'fhe  one  c.oniemplated  man  as  he  beheld  him 
from  the  circle  in  which  he  moved,  and  gav^e 
us  a  jirobahility.  The  other  descended  from 
th.at  circle,  penetrated  the  recesses  of  wretch¬ 
edness  and  wo,  tested  the  truth  by  a  personal 
observation,  and  reduced  a  cheering  prohabili- 
ij-  to  a  blessed  certainty. 

If  such,  then,  be  the  character  of  the  vota¬ 
ries  of  vice  in  every  clime — if  such  are  the  in- 


universal  language  understood  by  all — to  their 
anxious,  well-intended  efforts  for  relief — their 
evident  gratitude,  expressed  by  signs  which 
cannot  be  mistaken,  for  favors  conferred  upon 
them.  But  we  would  invite  you  with  us  to 
consider  and  contemplate  the  healing  influence 
of  love  as  exerted  for  the  welfare  and  happiness 
of  man,  as  it  exists  and  is  exercised  among  the 
intelligent  creation  of  God.  And  we  would 
here  remark  that  if,  in  any  instance,  we  find 
the  efforts  of  love  producing  unhappiness,  dis¬ 
ease,  sorrow,  or  death,  it  is  because  they  are 
diverted  by  accident  from  their  intended  chan¬ 
nel — because  the  knowledge  which  dictated 
, those  efforts  was  circumscribed  and  limited  by 
a  power  which  could  not  be  controlled. 

I  Having  already  pointed  you  to  the  fact,  that 
this  love  pervaded  every  breast,  we  are  also 
free  to  admit  that  in  some  it  is  a  dead  and 
passive  principle,  dependent  upon  circumstan¬ 
ces  to  fan  it  into  a  flame  and  call  it  into  action 
for  the  benefit  of  some  object.  \Ve  shall,  how¬ 
ever,  in  our  selections,  call  your  attention  to 
such  only  as  exhibit  the  effects  of  the  active 
principle  of  love.  And  first,  let  me  ask,  what 
has  dictated  the  warm-hearted  benevolence 
which  has  founded  those  institutions  of  noi.se- 
Icss,  unobtrusive  charily,  where  the  widow’s 
woes  are  assuaged,  and  her  wants  relieved — 
where  the  hungry,  naked  wanderers  are  cloth¬ 
ed  and  fed — where  the  houseless  find  shelter, 
and  the  .suffering  sons  and  daughters  of  our 
race  are  not  sent  empty  away ; — where  that 
charity,  that  heaven-bom  charity  i.s  practiced 
which  asks  no  claim  but  misfortune,  no  kindred

led  to  doubt  its  existence.  But  some  exiraor 
dinary  providence — some  unheard-of  inisfor 
tune,  brings  it  into  exercise — shows  us  lliai  tlx 
image  of  Deity  has  been  indelihly  stamped  up 
on  his  creature  man — that  a  spark  of  that  love 
which  is  the  brightest  gem  in  the  pure  diadon 
of  Heaven,  has  been  lit  up  in  every  bosom,  giv 
ing  unanswerable  evidence  that  his  Creator  is 
God,  and  heaven  is  his  home. 

I  have  seen  man  lost  in  the  mazes  and  laby¬ 
rinths  of  error — apparently  the  slave  to  every 
vice  which  could  degrade  and  debase — his  feel¬ 
ings  blunied  and  seared  by  a  long  career  of 
uninterrupted  crime — who  stood  in  the  world 
like  the  blighted,  l-'idess  oak  amid  the  rich 
verdure  of  the  surroimiling  forest — alone,  with¬ 
out  friends,  without  kindred,  country  or  home, 
a  solitary  wanderer!  But  even  he  had  a 
heart  to  feel  for  the  woes  of  others,  and  a  hand 
ready  to  relieve.  He  could  not  look  unmoved 


none  view  us  as  the  apologists  ol  crime.  It  is 
love,  the  fruitful  source  of  virtue,  which  we 
commend  ; — we  would  bow  before  its  influence 
— cxlend  to  it  the  just  meed  of  praise  wherever 
it  may  be  found,  for  we  b'dieve  God  to  be  its 
author — for  “  God  is  love,”  and  “  love  workf'lli 
no  ill  to  his  neighbor ;  therefore  love  is  the  ful¬ 
filling  of  the  law.” 

We  come  now  to  point  out  some  of  the  in¬ 
fluences  and  effects  of  love  in  its  exercise  in 
the  creation  of  God. 

We  might  here  ask  you  to  behold  the  exer¬ 
cise  of  love  among  the  brute  creation,  and  point 
you  to  the  female  encountering,  for  the  benefit 
of  her  offspring,  the  privations  of  hunger  and 
want — absenting  herself  for  days  and  weeks 
from  the  company  of  htv  kind — exploring  the 
boundless  forest  in  search  of  food — despising 
danger  and  forgetting  natural  timidity  in  their; 
defence.  We  might  point  you  to  their  con-J 
duct,  when  the  cry  of  distress  is  heard  in  that 


hospital,  surrounded  by  sickness  and  death — 
ministering,  like  angels  of  mercy,  to  the  wants 
ot  their  fellow-beings — alleviating  their  dis- 
iresses,  pointing  to  a  world  or:  high,  and  sooth¬ 
ing  the  passage  through  the  dark  .valley  of  the 
shadow  of  death  !  Was  it  'he  desire  of  fame, 
or  sord'd  gain,  that  prompn  d  these  exertions  ^ 
Listen  to  their  reply  to  those  who  would  gladly^ 
have  presented  them  with  some  memorial  of 
|their  gratitude.  Thanking  them  for  their  in¬ 
tentions,  they  declined  their  offer — assuring 
hhern  that  their  conduct  was  liictated  hy  other 
motives  than  a  de.'^ire  for  fame  or  earthly  re- 
iward. 

I  It  was,  brethren,  the  offspring  of  love.  And 
I  had  rather  my  bosom  should  be  animated 
with  the  feelings  of  those  who  made  that  re¬ 
ply,  than  that  my  name  should  be  enrolled 
with  that  of  heroes,  or  engraved  upon  pillars 
of  brass  or  tablets  of  marble.  For,  verily,  I 
say  unto  you,  they  have  their  reward. 
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Again.  Let  hie  call  you  to  witness  the  ef¬ 
fects  of  that  principle  exerted  for  the  welfarel 
of  our  common  country,  in  the  trying  period, 
of  the  revolution.  In  that  age  which  may,| 
with  truth,  be  said  to  have  been  a  time  that' 
tried  men’s  souls,  we  see  a  few  daring  master; 
spirits,  determined  to  throw  otf  the  yoke  of  sub-j 
jugalion  and  bondage,  and  to  contend  for  their' 
rights,  single-handed  against  fearful  odds. —  * 
They  resolved  that  liberty  should  be  the  birth-: 
right  of  their  children,  and  that  our  beloved 
country  should  occupy  a  proud  .station  among 
the  nations  of  the  earth.  And  for  the  redemp¬ 
tion  and  fulfilment  of  these  promises,  they 
pledged  to  the  world  and  each  other,  “their 
lives,  their  fortunes,  and  their  sacred  honors.” 

The  evidences  of  their  sincerity  are  to  be 
found  in  their  midnight  vigils,  their  weary,, 
winter  marches,  traced  by  the  blood  of  their 
footsteps  upon  the  icy  snow.  You  may  see' 
them  on  the  soil  of  your  country,  encrirnsonod' 
in  their  blood — in  the  grassy  mounds  which 
skirt  the  battle  field,  and  cover  the  earthly  re-j 
mains  of  the  honored,  the  noble  and  the  brave. 
You  may  read  them  in  that  inimitable  charter 
of  our  rights,  which  secures  to  their  posterity 
tlie  unmolested  enjoyment  of  life,  liberty,  and 
the  pursuit  of  happiness — the  inestimable  pri¬ 
vilege  of  the  worship  of  our  Creator  according! 
to  the  dictates  of  our  own  consciences. 

Such  are  the  evidences  of  the  devoted  love 
of  our  ancestors  to  our  common  country.  Its 
fruits  a''c*  to  be  seen  far  as  the  eye  can  reach  ; 
for  everywhere  we  behold  a  happy  people. 
We  .see  the  fields  of  the  hnsbandnian  crowned 
witli  jtleiity  ;  we  behold  him  sowing  his  seed 
in  joy,  and  gathering  the  rich  return  of  his  la-i 
hor  uu  li<turbeil  by  the  enormous  exactions  of 
the  tax-gatherer  to  the  fawning  sycophant,  the 
lordly  tyrant,  or  the  tyihing  priest.  We  see 
the  ocean  whitened  by  the  canvass  of  the  ship-* 
ping  of  our  country,  carrying  its  produce  to  far 
di.-^tant  climes,  and  returning  to  her  hosoin  the 
products  of  other  countries,  the  fruits  of  the. 
tropical  sun.  The  rivers  in  their  meandering 
lo  the  ocean,  support  and  sustain  a  busy  mnl- 
litii  le,.  wiio  find  ample  employment  in  minis¬ 
tering  to  the  profit  and  convenience  of  others, 
a.ii!  adding  to  the  general  .stock  of  comfort  and 
happiness.  Cities,  villages  and  towns  rise  up, 
ns  if  by  magic,  in  the  wilderness — arts  are 
encouraged,  rnannfaclurcs  llourish,  and  every 
hr.’,  ich  of  industry  finds  an  ample  support, — 
Here  we  see  not  only  theevidence  of  the  love  of 
o  ir  fathers,  but  its  effects  convey  to  our  hcart.s 
'die  giatcfiil  assurance,  that  “  love  works  no  ill 
to  its  neighbor.”  For  under  its  mild  influence, 
peace,  with  its  balmy  wings,  broods  over  onr 
country — and  the  wilderness  and  the  solitary 
places  bud  and  blossom  as  the  rose. 

Having  presented  to  your  view  and  atten- 
lion  the  effects  of  love,  as  exercised  by  man  in 
bis  associate  capacity,  we  would  now  ask  your 
attention  to  the  consideration  of  a  mother’s  love 
to  her  off'pring,  its  extent  and  its  effects. 

Here  love  unquestionably  exists  in  its  piiri- 
IV,  and  we  have  all  of  us  witnessed  its  unpar¬ 
alleled  exertions — have  experienced  its  heaven- 
Iv,  heart-soothing  effects.  Love  here  commen¬ 
ces  in  the  very  morning  of  existence,  and  is 
evinced  in  the  untiring  preparations  which  it 
makes  for  every  want.  With  how  much  pa¬ 
tience  does  the  parent  minister  to  the  necessi-' 
lies  of  the  almost  unconscious  dependent !  How 
unwearied  are  her  exertions  for  its  comfort,  con¬ 
venience  and  happiness  !  With  what  pride,  joy  | 
and  satisfaction  does  she  behold  the  first  dawn-' 


ings  of  intelligence — witness  its  feeble  efforts 
to  walk,  or  lisp  the  endearing  appellation  of 
'•^mother!"  With  how  much  care  does  she 
^watcli  the  efforts  of  dawning  reason,  and  point 
the  little  prattler  f’’om  the  contemplation  of 
flowery  nature  up  to  nature’s  God,  and  teach 
it  to  call  him,  “  Our  Father  tohich  art  in 
^heaven." 

i  But  it  is  in  sickness — in  the  hour  of  afflic¬ 
tion  and  distress — that  a  mother’s  love  appears 
in  all  its  force.  It  is  then,  and  only  then,  that 
its  strength,  its  extent  and  its  worth  can  be  fully 
known  and  appreciated.  Look,  then,  upon  the 
mother.  How  anxiously  does  she  watch  over 
her  suffering  charge — with  how  much  feeling 
supply  every  want — how  tenderly  pillow  his 
feverish  cheek  upon  her  anxious,  throbbing  bo¬ 
som — how  patiently  watch  through  the  long, 
long  sleepless  night !  See  her  eye  brighten 
with  the  smile  of  hope,  or  behold  her  counte¬ 
nance  weighed  down  with  the  anxious  forebo¬ 
dings  of  fear  !  'Mark  well  her  undisguised  joy 
when  she  receives  the  grateful  assurance  that 
her  charge  has  pas.sed  the  point  of  danger. 
Tr'jly,  it  may  be  said  that  her  soul  is  bound 
up  in  llie  life  of  her  child. 

Can  time  or  discance  destroy  that  love  ?  Lei 
the  child  of  her  bosom,  the  object  of  her  alfec- 
lions  embark  upon  the  ocean  in  the  morning  of 
life,  and  sail  to  some  far  foreign  land.  In  his 
absence  she  will  recall  to  mind  and  cheer  her 
solitude  with  the  recollections  of  the  early  lisp-, 
ings  of  endearment — will  dwell  with  fondness' 
upon  the  events  of  their  parting,  and  the  ex¬ 
pressions  of  undying  aliection  which  fell  from 
Ills  lips.  The  cool  breeze  which  breaks  un¬ 
heeded  on  the  cheek  of  another,  conveys  con¬ 
solation,  and  hope,  and  joy  to  her  soul ;  for  it 
is  wafted  from  the  land  of  her  loved  one’s  so¬ 
journing,  and  she  fondly  hopes  is  now  speed-j 
ing  his  return.  Can  lime  or  distance  eradicate 
a  mother’s  love?  Never  I  until  lime  can  ob¬ 
literate  the  fondest  recollections — uiitil  dis¬ 
tance  can  chain  the  glance  of  the  mind,  im¬ 
prison  the  thoughts  of  the  heart,  set  bounds  to 
their  progress,  and  say  to  tliem,  thus  far  shall 
thou  go  and  no  farther.  ' 

Ca7i  rircu/nsfances  destroy  that  love  ?  Let 
IIS  consider  this  question  carefully,  for  it  is  one 
of  much  importance.  Let  us,  then,  select  from 
among  the  human  family',  one  whose  life  has 
been  stained  by  every  species  and  degree  of 
crime,  till  the  retribution  of  insulted  justice 
checks  his  mad  career,  and  he  must  sufi'er  the 
penalty  which  the  law  awards.  See  him  led 
forth  to  execution.  Behold  the  multitude  who 
fiock  together  to  witness  the  revolting  specta¬ 
cle.  Hear  the  prisoner  confess  the  justice  of 
his  sentence,  and  unfold  the  long  black  cata-] 
logue  of  unrestrained  vices  which  brought  him, 
step  bv  step,  to  the  scalfold.  Hear  the  mur¬ 
mured  exultation  which  breaks  from  the  crowd 
as  they  approbate  his  sentence  and  witness  its 
execution. 

Blit  there  is  one  in  that  crowd — a  solitary 
one — whose  voice  is  mute.  The  afTeclions  ol 
a  mother  have  locked  hor  bosom  in  the  silence, 
and  stillness  of  death,  and  she  awakes  to  trace,' 
in  those  distorted  lineaments,  the  features  she 
once  dwelt  upon  with  fondness — the  form  she 
cradled  in  her  arms  and  pillowed  upon  her  bo¬ 
som  !  She  now  looks  with  undisguised  agony,' 
for  she  sees  the  dreadful  assurance  that  .she  is 
the  mother  of  a  murderer!  Yet  she  may  not 
— she  cannot  forget  that  that  murderer  was 
her  son.  j 

But  her  affection  slops  not  here.  It  com- 


ilmenced  at  the  cradle,  but  it  rests  not  in  the 
I  grave.  It  penetrates  the  dark  vail  of  futurity 
; — pauses  not  in  the  regions  ofunbounded  space, 
and  rests  only  when  it  finds  the  blessed  evidence 
jof  a  glorious  resurrection  to  life  and  immoriali- 
ilty — a  meeting  in  those  regions  of  exialic  bliss, 
t;where  parting  shall  be  no  more,  sighing  and 
Jtears  be  done  away,  sin  be  destroyed,  sorrow 
'cease,  and  God  be  all  in  all. 

We  have  now,  I  trust,  satisfactorily  denion- 
jstrated  that  a  another's  love,  at  least,  cannot  be 
idestroyed  by  thne.hy  distance  ox  circiunstances. 
And  we  are  about  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
ijconsideralion  of  the  influence  and  eflects  of 
i|love,  as  e.xeried  by  Him  who  lias  declared  that 
bis  love  for  his  offspring  exceeds  that  of  a  mo¬ 
ther  for  her  infant  child, 
j  We  presume  that  it  will  not  be  questioned 
that  the  love  which  God  e.xercises  toward  his 
'Icrealures,  although  greater  in  degree,  is  simi¬ 
lar  in  kind,  to  that  which  he  has  required  them 
to  exercise  toward  each  other.  And  as  under- 
Istanciing  love  works  no  ill  to  its  neighbor  in 
the  finite  creation  of  God,  we  shall  attempt  to 
jshow  that  the  love  of  our  heavenly  Father  has 
been,  and  will  be  ailended  with  the  like  salu- 
jtary  efi’ocls. 

Let  us,  then,  revert  back  to  the  period  of  cre¬ 
ation,  when  the  beautiful  planet  which  we  now 
inhabit  was  a  shapeless  mass,  without  form  or 
void,  and  darkness  dwelt  upon  the  face  of  the 
mighty  deep.  The  spirit  of  God  moved  upon 
the  waters,  and  at  his  word  the  continents  and 
the  isles  of  the  sea  appeared.  The  rivers  be¬ 
gan  their  meandering  courses  toward  the  bosom 
of  the  ocean — the  earth  was  clothed  in  her  car¬ 
pet  of  green — flowers  bloomed  in  the  vales — 
beasts  bounded  over  the  forest — the  insect  race 
burst  into  being,  and  the  birds  sang  love  and 
melody  on  every  spray.  Man  then  appeared 
in  the  image  of  tiis  mighty  Maker,  and  receiv¬ 
ed  the  evidence  of  his  love  in  the  ample  do¬ 
minion  given  to  him  as  the  lord  of  the  lower 
world,  and  the  blessing  of  liis  Creator.  In  the 
einphatic  language  of  in>piratiou,  “  God  hltssed 
them." 

When  seduced  from  his  allegiance  to  the 
kind  Author  of  all  bis  mercies,  by  the  wily  in¬ 
sinuations  of  the  adversary — when  sin  had  in¬ 
troduced  guilt  and  its  atlend.inl  fear,  and  he 
would  fain  have  fled  from  the  presence  of  his 
kind  Benefactor — he  received  a  renewed  evi¬ 
dence  of  his  love, in  the  assurance  of  the  de¬ 
struction  of  sin — the  promise  that  the  seed  of 
■  the  woman  should  bruise  the  serpent’s  head. 
This  gracious  promise  was,  time  after  time,  re¬ 
newed  to  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob ;  who,  rest¬ 
ing  in  the  confidence  that  what  God  had  pro¬ 
mised  he  was  able  also  to  perform,  rejoiced,  that 
in  the  Lord’s  own  time,  ail  nations,  families  and 
kindreds  should  be  blessed. 

In  process  of  lime,  he  who  had  been  promi¬ 
sed  in  Eden’s  garden — spoken  of  by  all  the 
prophets — believed  on  by  the  patriarchs — made 
'his  appearance  among  the  family  of  man,  bear¬ 
ing  the  impress  of  the  image  of  our  Creator  i 
and  the  grateful  tidings  burst  upon  the  ears  of 
ahe  wailing,  watchful  sliepherds.  “  Fear  not; 
for  behold  1  bring  you  good  tidings  of  great  joy 
which  shall  be  unto  all  people.” 

I  In  every  event  of  bis  useful,  active  lifc,we  see 
a  renewed  evidence  cf  the  love  of  God  to  man  , 
'for  it  was  the  object  of  his  heavenly  mission 
;to  proclaim  liberty  to  the  captive,  to  open  the 
iprison  to  them  who  were  bound,  to  preach  the 
lacceptablo  year  of  the  Lord,  to  bind  up  the
